VIENNA. Oct. 18.—Austria sud­ 
denly revamped its government in 
an atm osphere of bristling bayo­ 
nets tonight, putting to an end its 
system of competing private arm ­ 
ies. 
As heavily armed police guarded 
public buildings. Chancellor Kurt 
Schusi hntgg and his cabinet 
re­ 
signed, President Miklas ordered 
8cbti«c>wMgg t v form a new gov 
'em in en t and. within a few min­ 
utes, changes of far-reaching char­ 
acter were effected. 
Schuschnigg remains as chancel­ 
lor and the m ilitant Prince Ernst 
von Starhemberg. leader 
of 
the 
Helmwehr 
(Home 
Guard) 
and 
Fatherland Front, retains the post 
of vice chancellor. 
But MaJ. Emil Fey. staunch aid 
of the slain Chancellor Engelbert 
Dollfuss, was ushered out of the 
cabinet with the m inister of agri­ 
culture. Josef Relther, a Catholic 
m onarchist leader revered by thou­ 
sands of peasants. 
The powerful Starhemberg was 
given vastly increased 
authority. 
He was made head of a new Aus­ 
trian militia, to be formed of the 
private arm ies which heretofore 
have been a powerful 
factor 
in 
Austrian 
military 
organization. 
(Prince Starhemberg is known to 
he friendly with Prem ier Benito 
Mussolini of Italy.) 
This militia will include 
Star- 
hemberg's old Helmwehr of nearly 
100.000 men. approximately 60.000 
Catholic storm troops and 15,000 
men of the Freiheitsbund. 
Officials, after the sweeping cab­ 
inet changes, said there would be 
no alteration in Austria's foreign 
policy. The nation. It was said, re­ 
mains estranged from Germany and 
determined not to participate in 
League 
of 
N a t i o n s 
sanctions 
against Italy. 
But possibilities o internal com­ 
plications were seen in many quar 
ters. Starhem berg's Influence in in­ 
ternal affairs of the nation was in­ 
creased tremendously. In a radio 
address tonight he declared: 
"I am the sole leader of the new 
militia. W hosoever does not main­ 
tain discipline will be dismissed. 
I know my goal. I require unquali­ 
fied loyalty. I am the only leader 
of auxiliary armed forces.” 


The East Liverpool district board 
of education Thursday night out­ 
lined plans for a campaign for re ­ 
newal of a three-mill tax levy for 
school operating expenses for five 
years in the city proper.

Proponents of the plan wen dc 
termined, however, to carry on and 
already have perfected a pe rm an ­ 
ent organization headed by VS ii- 
Ham F. Kelly of the United Textile 
W orkers. 
Among party resolutions offer- 
ed, was o n e‘calling for creation of 
state party organizations with fed­ 
eration aid within three months to 
hold 
a 
national 
congree* 
next 
year. 
The convention took up the party 
proposals 
after the 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
craft unionists twice had defeated 
the industrial group's proposals to 
establish a single union for each 
of the mass production industries, 
thus grouping the various crafts­ 
men affected. 
The intensity 
of the argument 
brought hints of secession by in­ 
dustrial unionists if organization 
policy went unchanged. The indus- 
trial unit proponents, among them 
John L. Lewis, of the United Mine 
W orkers, 
charged the federation 
officials had failed to expand the 
3,500,000 membership am ong more 
than 25,000,000 unorganized work­ 
ers.

"Constant vigilance Is necessary 
in a nation like ours.” his message 
said, "to see that forces that make 
for discords are discovered and 
discouraged. 
I have pledged my 
self 
to do 
my part 
In 
keeping 
America free of those entangle 
n.ents that move us along the road 
to war.” 
The message was read by Mr*. 
Roosevelt because wireless trans­ 
mission from the President's cruis­ 
er in the Caribbean was not feas­ 
ible. 
"W hen 
our 
economic 
system 
fails to sustain an adequate stand­ 
ard of life It la the women who 
face the most poignant privation. 
"That 
is why . t h e women of 
America, aa their responsibilities of 
citizenship have greatly expand­ 
ed. are turning with intense earn­ 
estness to measures which are aim­ 
ed at eliminating or alleviating 
the effects of these imperfections 
in our society. 
"They recognize, as all respon­ 
sib le people must recognize, that 
government, was not Instituted to 
serve merely as a cold public in- 
atram ent to be called Into use 
atter 
irreparable 
damage 
has 
been done. 
"Modern government has become 
on instrum ent through which citi­ 
zens 
may 
apply 
their reasoned

The Two Best Safeguards 
Fear* of a bull boom m arket leading to 
a runaway bank credit Inflation are earn­ 
ing many apprehensive citizens 
o review 
the machinery of prevention 
which ha* 
been erected for the country’* protection. 
The board of governor* of the federal 
reserve system is directly responsible for 
charking 
dangerous 
inflationary 
move­ 
ment*. The hoard'* most powerful device 
la authority to double the reserve require­ 
ment* of federal reserve bank*, thereby 
reducing the amount of reserves in egress 
of requirements. 
A second safeguard Is control over open 
m arket operations in government securi­ 
ties. Sale of these securities by official 
order would result in depletion of reserve 
bank deposits, thereby reducing the amount 
of credit available for speculat.ve purposes. 
A third safeguard againat runaway infla­ 
tion Is the authority of the federal reserve 
board of governors to raise th* rediscount 
rate, which deters borrowing by making It 
more costly. 
Another 
safeguard 
is 
the 
h o a rd s authority to fig margin 
require­ 
ment* in securities trading. Obviously, all 
th* safeguard* 
mentioned 
above 
depend 
wholly for their effectiveness on a high 
degree of cooperation among department* 
of the federal government, particularly be­ 
tween congress and the treasury. 
The importance of cooperation, of course, 
cannot be stressed without simultaneously 
stressing the important of intention and 
Intelligence, the only really dependable safe­ 
guards against disaster resulting from an 
unsound inflation. It ti too late now lo talk 
about whether or not inflation ia desirable. 
T he United States has committed Itself 
to a policy of Indirect inflation and will 
continue to honor such a policy as long aa 
th* 
prearm 
administration 
remains 
In 
power. 
There still is time, however, to talk of 
safeguards against disaster. Good intention 
may be taken for granted; no one mean* 
to do harm. Unfortunataly, intelligence can­ 
not be taken for granted, since the whole 
scheme la experimental. Intelligence may 
follow experimentation, but rarely precedes 
it. T hat explains why It is risky to fool 
with monetary aystem s—-why it alway* h** 
been risky and still is.

In 
the meantime, local officials, believing the 
ax never will fall, are putting off the evil 
day of returning to local responsibility for 
the unemployable section of the relief bur­ 
den. The cry of ’’Wolf!” has been emitted 
so often they don't fake It seriously any 
more. The whole affair dem onstrates once 
more that a government policy is no bet­ 
ter than the men who are responsible for 
making It effective.

Disclosure of th# fact that 47 states last 
year devised new taxes or boosted rates on 
old taxe* in 1400 instances should help to 
dispel the Idea, still prevalent among some 
Americans, th at th# other fellow pay* th* 
taxes. The legislature of the 48th state, 
incidentally, wa* not 
In aration, or 
48 
states would have swatted the taxpayer. 
Taxes are not levied on Individuals or 
on classes of individuals. They are levied 
on the whole population, with certain in­ 
dividuals and classes paying them. Obvious­ 
ly. they can pay them only by getting the 
money through the regular sources of busi­ 
ness and investment. A thousand dollars 
taken from one taxpayer with a lith).OOO 
income is withdrawn from the channels of 
economic activity Just as truly as if it were 
taken a dollar at a time from a 
thousand 
tax pa yet* with small Incomes 
Likewise, 
a million dollar* collected through a yale* 
tax ta withdrawn from economic channels 
the same as if it wore collected in one sum 
from a large corporation. 
Higher taxes, therefore, m ean an increas­ 
ing amount of money diverted from pri­ 
vate use to public use. Unbalanced public 
budgets, additional relief needs and huge 
federal sums to be matched with proceed* 
from taxes— principal causes of increased 
state 
taxation—necessitate 
collection 
of 
more revenue to overcome the effect* of 
depression, but at the same time they help 
to perpetuate the effects of depression by 
reducing the amount of money available 
for private me. It is a vicious cycle which 
inevitably travels in a descending spiral. 
When the taxpayer is swatted, the bloa­ 
ts absorbed by the whole population—a fact 
that is beginning lo he obvious as taxa­ 
tion soars to new high level*.

The tax was enacted by the til’ ) 
legislature to protect cities aloin 
Washington’s border which would 
suffer 
from 
large purchases be 
ing made from Oregon merchants 
instead of In Washington. 
To get around federal constitu­ 
tional bars against 
taxing 
Inter­ 
state 
commerge, 
the legislature 
levied the 
compensating 
tax on 
"the privilege of using" these pur­ 
chases like automobiles and wash­ 
ing machines within the state. 
Upheld By State Court 
The supreme court held the tax 
legal on grounds it was not a tux 
on interstate commerce, but on the 
article after it had come to rrst 
in Washington. 
The Idea of such a tax was con­ 
ceived by tho Washington state 
tax commission, which asserts It 
Is the first of it* kind In United 
States. 
Since the supreme court 
upheld 
its 
validity, 
numerous 
states 
especially those also hav­ 
ing retail sales taxes, have begun 
studying the tax closely with 
a 
view of adopting tt to protect their 
own merchants. 
The Washington tax exempts ail 
purchases under 120 a month and 
also any article which has been 
subjected to a tax equal or larger 
than the two percent compensating 
levy, either by the federal govern­ 
ment or other states.

A two-year search, in which three 
expeditions took 
part, 
has 
been 
ended and now m ore than 2.200 lots 
of 
seeds and plantings, collected 
from Russian Turkestan and Man­ 
churia, are being carefully tested 
by departm ent of agriculture scien­ 
tists to see Just how they will stand 
up under drouth, wind, severe heat 
and cold, 
lf any specie show* re- 
t 
^v»tarkable toughness it will be re­ 
produced in 
larger quantities pre­ 
liminary to possible Introduction in 
the 
great 
wind-swept sections of 
this country to reduce the devasta­ 
tion of recurring dust storm s by 
binding the soil. 
Nearly all lots 
were collected from areas where 
the life of a plant is very precar 
lous unless it is extraordinarily re­ 
sistant. 
Russian 
Turkestan. 
Manchuria, 
the 
Gobi desert. Persia. 
Russia, 
Japan. A fghanistan—all have been 
hunting grounds at one tim e or a n ­ 
other for Uncle Sam's plant explor­ 
ers. 
They "bring 'em back alive" 
for long experiments here. 
Speci­ 
mens brought in are inspected for 
disease and kept 
isolated while 
their development is watched for 
months, som etim es years. 
The dis 
rovery of one weed valuable as a 
soil holder from among lots of hun­ 
dreds is considered a real find, the 
percentage of success being neces­ 
sarily so small. 
Durum and certain types of- hard 
red spring wheat, now a great com­ 
mercial crop, were unknown here 
until 
a departm ent plant 
hunter 
found them in Russia and Siberia 
years ago and brought bark a amati 
bag of seed now translated into 
millions of bushels of m arketable 
grain annually. 
, 
Soybeans, growing now in a wide 
area. were brought back from the 
Orient—4.0ftu strain s and types at 
one time; the date palm came from 
A Mesopotamia, Egypt, Tunis. Algiers 
w ,,nd Morocco to estabiishe a new in­ 
dustry in dry American region*. 
Figs were brought in from the near 
east; 
the Chinese elm, providing 
shade on farm s now from Canada 
to Mexico, was introduced through 
the 
efforts 
of 
an 
explorer who 
sought plants in Asia for years and 
on one expedition 
walked 
more 
than 10,000 miles, starting in Rus­ 
sian Turkestan and ending on the 
Pacific. 
Sudan 
grass is 
a 
naturalized 
alien; so are the naval orange, the 
Pima long staple cotton and many 
other im portant and valuable com­ 
mercial crops. 
T he explorers 
have gone into 
areas never before penetrated by 
white men; 
down the high ranges 
of the Andes, through heavy Jun­ 
gles, into the almost unknown in­ 
terior of New Guinea. 
Sometimes 
they are called ‘‘gene hunters,” be­ 
cause on occasion the asignm ent is 
to find a plant with a specific gene­ 
tic character—an alfalfa immune 
to bacterial wilt, for example. 
To 
qualify, they must 
have studied 
botany, 
have 
a 
wide 
technical 
knowledge, robust health and the 
ability to get along with wild, and 
sometimes savage, natives in the 
world's out-of-the-way places.

How It it Spread 
The disease is caused by a type of 
the germ known as the “pneumo­ 
coccus.”

The germ 
may be transmitted *lao by means 
of infected tools and 
eating uten­ 
sils. 
As a rule the sufferer first com 
plains of severe chill, followed by 
fever. 
Then 
there is a marked 
feeling of illness, with loss of app© 
tite, rapid breathing and a heavy 
sensation in the chest. 
In mos: 
lases the patient 
coughs 
up 
a 
bloody or “rusty” discharge. 
These signs should always arouse 
suspicion of pneumonia. 
The pa 
tient should be sent to bed immedi 
ately and placed under the care of 
a physician. 
Avoid self-medication 
and do not resort to thorns remedies 
without the sanction of your doctor 
Bear In mind that the most Im­ 
portant part of the treatment of I 
pneumonia is complete 
rest 
and 
careful nursing, 
lf these cannot 
he obtained at home it is best to 
place the patient in a hospital or | 
I other Institution where he can b* 
assured of adequate nursing. 
May Need Okygen 
In severe cases of pneumonia it 
may he necessary at soma stages 
to resort to the administration of 
oxygen. 
This may he at the time 
of the turning point, the crisis, and 
unless oxygen is available the case 
may prove fatal.
